The Hovth- Ghina Fomld, 
IMPARTIAL, NOT NEUTRAL, 


SHANGHAI, THURSDAY, MAR. 20, 1878, 











Tue Emperor formally assumed the 
reins of power on the 23rd February, 
and we have since been waiting anxi 
ously to hear that the Foreign Minis. 
ters have been received by him in 
audience. We have always held that 
the laxity hitherto permitted in 
this matter has occasioned material 
prejudice to foreign interests in Chinas 
and have been ill satisfied with the 
long acquiescence of Foreign Glovern- 
ments in the procrastinations of the 
Chinese Ministers. As Mr. Medhurst 
has pointed out, in his late work, 
“ Bvery coolie in the empire was astute 
enough to discern that, so long as his 
emperor and high mandarins did nob 
consider Foreigners worthy of being 
met and entertained on equal terms, 
there was no call on him to treat them 
with civility. It was.a mere evasion for 
the Chinese to plead that Prince 
Kung and other high functionaries of 
Peking reccive and call upon the For. 
eign representatives, and so practically 
carry out the spirit of the Treaty. It 
is a compromise which was tolerated ; 
but, failing access to the fountain head, 
it was as demeaning to the recipients in 
the eye of the natives as would be ¢on- 
sidered, amongst us, the vicarious recep- 
tion and entertainment of a. guest 
through a retainer of the house.” The 
excuse put forward, of the young Em. 
peror’s minority, was not fairly tenable, 
because he received the Ambassadors of 
Corea and Liuchiu, and gave daily au- 
diences to his Ministers, though acting 
on such occasions under the influence 
of the Empresses Regent who were 
concealed behind his throne. From a 
desire, however, to avoid embarrassing 
the rather difficult policy of the Re- 
gency, the Emperor's formal accession 





|to the Throne was fixed on, by com- 


mon consent, as the time when 
the claim should be formally urged. 
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A tacit understanding seemed also to 
have been arrived at with the Chinese, 
that the demand should be then con- 
ceded without further difficulty. 

Accordingly, the occasion was taken, 
of a Circular despatch from the Tsung- 
li Yamén, announcing the Emperor's 
aceesion, to express the desire of the 
Foreign Ministers to congratulate His 
Majesty personally on that event; and 
we aro glad to hear that there is every 
prospect of a satisfactory issue to the ne- 
gociations. Tho matter is understood 
to be settled, in so far that the Emperor 
hasconsented to receive the Ministers; the 
only point still pending, being the na- 
ture of the ceremonies to be observed. 
‘The crucial point was the kotow, and 
this has, we understand, been definitely 
conceded. The Emperor would have 
received the Foreign Ministers long 
ago, if they would havo submitted to 
the usual ceremonial. But the nine 
Prostrations were not only impossible 
according to Western ideas, but deroga- 
tory, even from a Chinese point of 
view, to the dignity of the nation whose 
representative submitted to such an 
ordeal, It implied yassalage and infe- 
riority. Now that we learn this point 
has been conceded, we may consider 
the whole question as finally settled. 
An understanding on minor details 
cannot cause much difficulty or delay. 
‘We only trust that the ultimate pro- 
ceedings will leave no room for doubt, 
in the Chinese mind, as to their full 
import. The concession will be little 
worth, if not absolutely mischievous, 
unless it is in every respect complete, 
and unless it is coupled with an un- 
derstanding that the act of reception 
shall be published, in the Peking 
Gazette, as having taken place, not on 
the old “tribute-bearer” footing, but 
with ceremonies newly agreed upon 
and in no way derogating from the 
honor and equal rank of the nations 
concerned.

‘House to adjourn till Monday. The Times 
trusts that the Government will remain in 
office, Gladstone Minisiry resigned. The 
Queen has accepted the resignation of the 
Gladstone Ministry. 

The Queen summoned Disraeli, who 
asked for time to consult friends. Disraeli 
telegraphed to Lord Derby, Lord Cairns, 
and Lord Carnarvon. Mr. Disracli has de- 
clined Office. Great uncertainty prevails 
as to the new Ministry. Disraeli may 
possibly advise the Queen to call upon 
Lord Granville to take the Premiership. 

Disraeli after conferring with Lord 
Derby oxplained to the Queen his reasons 
for declining office. 

The Conservatives urge Lord Derby to 
form a Cabinet. An adjournment of Par- 
liament is expected. 

The Queen summoned Mr. Gladstone, 
who desires to retire into private lifo, but 
has replaced his services at the disposal of 
the Queen, 

Mr, Disraeli declined to take office with 
the prosont Parliament, 

A Convention between Franco and 
Germany provides for the payment of the 
indemnity by instalments terminating in 
September and for the evacuation of the 
whole of the territory in July excepting 
Verdun, 

‘The Carlists have defeated the troops 
with severe loss. War in Pampaluna, 

Bulkoff Russian Envoy at Japan is 
transferred to Peking. 

Secrotary Boutwell has resigned office 
and has been elected Senator. 

We publish, elsowhere, minutes’ of a 
meeting of Treaty Consuls held on the 14th, 
It will be seen that the Chinese authori 
wish to have skilled opinion as to the 
probable effect of the Bunding schemo 
on the Water-courses ; and it was decided 
to advise the Viceroy to associate a com- 
petent Foreign “Engineer with his own 
delegate. 

‘A meeting of subscribers to the Shang- 
hai Library was also held on the 14th. ‘The 
accounts showed a balance of Tis. 196 due 
to the Treasurer. Messrs. Medhurst, Payn, 
FitzGerald, Maclellan, Cordier and Rev, 
©. H. Butcher were appointed a Com- 
mittee for the ensuing year. 

‘A formal meeting of members of the 
Shanghai Club was held on Monday, when 
the resolutions passed at the previous meet- 
ing were confirmed. 

The 8. V. Artillery held their second 
annual practice st Woosung on Saturday. 
The fog on Friday night, and high adverso 
wind and tide on Saturday morning, pre- 
vented some of the boats getting down ; so 
that the attendance of members and the 
state of the commissariat were not quite 
what had been expected. ‘There were over 
a dozen artillerymen toman the guns, how- 
ever, besides a number of visitors; and 
sufficient supplies had come forward to 
keep things going. Captain Dallas and 
Lieut. Waller were in charge, and firing 
went on from 11 a.m. till dusk, when 
the guns were dismounted, the carri- 
ages taken to pieces, tent struck and all 
mede snug for the return. The wind was 


















to that of last year, but it left its 
effects on the targets. A Visitors’ Prize 
was got upon the ground, and falls to 
gunner St. Croix. 

For the first time in history, the 17th 
March was colebrated, in Shanghai, by 
the sons of St. Patrick, at a formal din- 
nor. It is needless to say that tho day 
has never passed unrecognised ; at private 
dinner parties due honor has, again and 
again, been done to the memory of tho 
Saint and to the glories of Erin; but 
this is the first occasion on which Irish- 
men have emulated their Scottish brethren, 
in holding a general gathering ; and when 
we say that twenty-seven Irishmen were 
assembled, under tho presidency of Mr. 
Kingsmill, with Dr, Barton in the Vico- 
Chair, we noed no further assurance that 
a most pleasant and social evening was 
spent. The usual loyal, patriotic, and 
social toasts were drunk with growing 
enthusiasm ; and it was not till nearly 
2am, that the last bowl of punch was 
emptied. 

A lecture was delivered in the Masonic 
Hall, on Friday evening, by Dr. 8, Wells 
Williams. The subject was “Reminiscences: 
of Travel in Syrin and Egypt,” with 
comparisons between those countries 
and China, which the lecturer treated 
politically, socially, and religiously, 
in a clear aud comprehensive manner ; 
occasionally throwing in remarks on his 
personal observations during atour. Tho 
chair was occupied by Mr, Medhurst, 

We mentioned last weok that tho str, 
Krwangtung, with H, I. H. the Grand Duke 
Alexis, Admiral Possiet, and Suite, and 
Mr. Albert Heard, tho Russian Consul, had 
arrived on the 13th. ‘The Ducal party were 
received by Mr. J. E, Reding, the’ Acting 
Consul, Capt. Whyte, H. M.S, Cadmus, and 
Capt. Digby, H.M.S. Curlew, No salutes 
were fired, nor was any preparation made for 
a public reception of H. I. H., in accordance 
with his wish that his visit should be re- 
garded as of a non-public character, About 
an hour after the arrival of the steamer, 
the Grand Duke landed quietly in the 
Customs’ Inunch and proceeded to the 
Russian Consulate, at Messrs. Augustine 
Heard & Co.’s, where, in tho afternoon, 
the Magistrate of the Mixed Court paid 
an official visit, bearing @ courteous com- 
munication from the Taotai. On Friday 
H. I. H. received the visits of the Foreign 
Consuls and the Municipal Council, and 
visited various parts of the Settlement and 
the Kaou Chang-Miaou Arsenal. On 
Saturday he visited the Roman Catholic 
establishment at Sikawei. Ho left for 
Hankow on Monday. On his return from 
the Yangtsze H. 1. H. purposes, we be- 
lieve, crossing to Nagasaki, en route for 
the Amoor. 

The Russian corvette Vitiaz, Captain 
Nazimoff, arrived here on Saturday with 
Admiral Feodorowski on board; and 
while she passed H. M. 8. Cadmus, the 
band of the latter courteously played the 
Russian National anthem. 

‘We publish to day an interesting batch 
of telegrams, After a long discussion, 
the House of Commons rejected the 
Gove mt Bill relating to Irish Uni- 
ies by a majority of 3, ina house 
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of. 671 members; and tho Gladstone 
‘Ministry resigned on tho following day, 
after having beon in power four years and 
four months, having entered office on the 
9th December 1868, The Queen invited 
‘Mr. Disrasli to form a Ministry; but ho 
declined office ; and the Queen has pressed 
‘Mz. Gladstone to rosume power. The Con- 
servatives wished Lord Derby to come 
forward. 

« , The Chamber of Commerce has addressed 
letter to the Municipal Council, protesting 
against the charge of Wharfago Dues on 
merchandise transhipped at Shanghai, in 
transit to other ports. It will be remmem- 
ered that the subject was discussed at the 
Jast meeting of the Chamber of Commerce, 
when the resolution embodied in thepresent 
Jotter was carried by one vote. Opinions 
were almost as nearly divided, whenthe sub- 
ject was mooted at the annual meeting of 
Ratepayers in May 72, A resolution of 
similar purport was then nogatived by 96 
‘votes against 87. 

Woe referred, last weok, to the exis- 
tence of scurvy among the crew of the 
barque Kirkland, and to the probability 
that tho case would attract enquiry. We 
now learn that the ship was inspected by 
‘Mr. Tapp on the 12th instant, when it was 
ascertained that scurvy had broken out 
two months before her arrival ; and that, 
for the last three weeks, no sugar had been 
sorved out, so that the men were unable to 
rink their limo juice. It is well known 
that, when the mouth is badly affected by 
scurvy, men cannot swallow lime-juice 
unless it is awootened; and all foreign- 
going ships are bound to carry sugar, for 
this reason, irrespective of tho regulation 
allowance, Seven men of the crew were 
found to bo affected, six of them very 
badly, and their cabin to be in a foul con- 
dition, ‘They complained much of being 
Kept on board the ship, where they could 
not possibly have the attention their caso do- 
manded and H. B. M. Consul has directed 
the master to send them at onco to the 
Hospital, and to have the cabin thoroughly 
leaned, disinfected and painted. The 
men have since gone into the Hospital. 

‘The prospects of Sport at the approach- 
ing Raco-meoting are excellent, and the 
domand for griffins insatiable. At a sale 
at the Horso Bazaar, last woek, the highest 
prices cn record, for a large mob, were 
realised. ‘Thirty-five griffins wore sold, at 
prices ranging from Tis. 260 downwards ; 
half-a-dozon being ls. 200 and over ; a doz., 
‘Tle, 100 and over, and the lowest ‘Tis. 45. 
Some 82 out of 35 wore disposed of, Ont 
of alot sold last week, a pair which had 
eon noglected by the bidders and did not 
bring the limit of ls. 50, wore in conae- 
quence of their “likely” promise on asubse- 
quont trial, sold privately, the uther day, 
for Tis, 450. 

‘Wo mentioned, last week, that the C. C. 
8..N. Co.’s steamer Tal arrived on the 
13th—the first vessel of the season from 
Tientsin. The C. 0. S. N. Co.’s steamer 
Appin was the second. By her we ‘learn 
that there is very little water in the Peiho, 
so little that she grounded in the middle 
of the river ashort distanco below the 
double bend, ‘The river was entirely clear 
of junks. The Taku baris much improved ; 


























the shallowest place is now inside the 
black buoy, whereas last year it was outside 
the red buoy. ‘The Appin brought down a 
full ‘cargo, including Tis, 130,000 of syceo 
from Tientsin, and Tis: 98,000 from Che- 
foo. The first vessel to cross Taku bar 
this year, was the three-masted schooner 
Willy;and aremarkablefactis, thatshoonly 
left Chefoo the day previous to the Shanse, 
crossed the bar next day, and got. within 
10 miles of Tientsin, before she was passed 
by the steamers. Had theriver been clear 
of ice, she would no doubt have been tho 
first vessel up this year. 

We publish, elsewhere, aletter on Cone an 
polities which will be read with great 
interest. 

We hear that the Audience question is 
said, at Pxxxxa, to be settled in so farthat 
the Emperor has agreed to dispense with 
the kotow. Details of the ceremonial to 
be observed are still under discussion. 
Vanity Fair says that it is contempiated 
to raise the British Mission at Peking 
from « Legation to an Embassy. From 
other sources, wo hear that Chinkeang is 
likely to be made a vico-Consulate. 

Our Trentstx correspondent write: 
‘The Foreign Ministers have frequent moe 
ings—the outside world supposes with 
reference to tho Audience Question. We 
are on the qui vive for nows, but can learn 
nothing authentic, We have, to-day, four 
8, 8, N. steamers alongside the Bund ; and 
on the opposite side of the river, off the 
China Steamer Oo,’s Bund, a Chinese gun- 
boat is discharging rice. ‘Tho harbour is 
consequently quite lively. Last night, about 
midnight, we had a fall of snow, and the 
ground and the tops of the houses are all 
covered with a white mantle to-day. But 
the wind has changed to the southwest, 
and I hope we shall mild weather 
hereafter. ‘The Viceroy arrived from Pao. 
ting on the 8th inst,, in accordance with 
his intention of being in Tientsin directly 
th river opened. And, in effect, the first 
steamer arrived the same day. The 8, 8. 
N. Co.’s steamer Shanse was the first up. 
‘The ice in the river was thick but rot- 
ten; though the Shanse’s planking shows 
it wasnot very soft. ‘The Taku also shows 
marks of having been roughly scratched. 
‘The following were tho times of arrival 
of the first four steamers, 

‘Shanse 7th 2.45 p.mn. 

Taku 7th at 3.16 p.m. 

Appin 8th at 2.0 a.m. 

Szechwen 8th at 2.50 p.m. 

On the upward passage tho str Szechuen 
was the first to arrive at Chefoo, followed 
closely by the Zaku, Shanse, Chihli and 
Appin.” Tho Viceroy ie to starton the 18th 
instant, for the Imperial burial grounds, 
to propare them for the intended visit of 
the Emperor at the eud of March. It 
was understood Li haa come on here early, 
to be at Tientsin on the Japanese and 
Peruvian Ministers appearing; but he 
has an able man as his Lieutenant for 
civil matéers, in Pwantingsen ; so should 
those Ministers arrive during his absence, 
their business can be commenced and 
carried on toa point till Li himself returns. 

Wo regrot to hear that Mr. Fittock, who 
has very recently resumed chargo of H. 
B. M. Consulate at Nrvovo, after a fur- 
































lough to England, is again obliged to 
return thither on sick leave We be- 
lieve that Mr, Alabaster is likely to succeed, 
him, as Acting Consul. 

The China Mail says trouble seems 
threatening at Axoy. It appears that 
the Chinese object to the Telegraphic 
Station, and have expressed an inten- 
tion of pulling it down. According to 
intelligence we have received, dated the 
8th, the Taotai has given orders that 
the cable should be removed from tho 
island of Kulangsu, as soon as possible, 
and the employés have received informa- 
tion that on Wednesday (to-day) the Chi- 
nese were to attack them and destroy the 
Station ; there were three Chinese gunboats 
in port on the 8th ; the Buglish gunboat 
Elk was to loayo on the 9th, while the 
American one was not expected from Foo- 
chow till toanorrow. ‘The telegraph officials 
wore making all preparations for resistance, 
We may add that nothing seems to havo 
actually transpired, as the cable was in 
working order till lato this afternoon. But 
the fact of rumours being abrond that 
violence is intended, shews that disturb- 
ances may have to be guarded against. 

‘The China Mail learns from Cawrow that 
there has beon a collision betweon tho 
passage boatimen that ply to Shek Moon 
and the underlings of the Lekin Station 
thero, resulting in the death and wounding 
of men on both sides. 

‘We mentioned, last week, that the Peru- 
vian mission, headed by Senor Don Aurelio 
Garcia-y-Garcia, had arrived in Yoxomanta, 
by Pacific mail steamer, instead of, as origi- 
nally annomeed, in the iron-clad Indepen- 
dencia, ‘The Japan Mail congratulates 
Peruon this change of intention, and infers 
that the mission is now one of peace and 
friendliness. ‘The samo paper understands 
that the Government intends to make 
postal treaties with the variousPowers with 
whom it is in relation. H. M.S. Rinaldo 
has returned from Yokoska, whore sho‘has 
been docked, and the Teaser has taken her 
place. 

‘The Suxcarone Times says the Mercantile 
Bank has taken a non-suit in an action 
which they brought in Damascus against 
Joseph Joshua, tho senior partner of 
Joshua Brothers. ‘There never was such 
a beautiful example of the mingled imbeci- 
lity and iniquity of law as this caso of 
Joshua Brothers furnishes. ‘That firm 
consisted of two partners, who, for the last 
two or threo years, have bon non-resident, * 
tho one boing in Caleutta and the other in 
Damascus. The business meautimo is in 
charge of an imiocent youth, the son of one 
partner and the nophew of the other, and 
who signs per pro. Ho contrives to make 
away with 650 chests Opium with various 
other good things, and the firm fails for a 
trifle of $600,000 to $700,000, with all its 
property mortgaged, no assets, and yet it 
cannot be made bankrupt, nor can any ex- 
n be got as to the how, or why, or 
where the money has gone to, The inno- 
cent youth, who conjured away all the

Anoy, during the last quarter of the 
past year, exhibited a very considerable 
decline in its general imports. The 
decadence of trade at this port has 
been gradual though constant, ex- 
tending over a series of years. Com- 
pared with the [business done in 
northern ports, it seems strange that 
Amoy in the quarter should import but 
27,000 pieces of cotton goods of all 
descriptions, of which upwards of 10,000 
were re-exported. ‘There is, of course, 
a reason for this state of things, and it 
seems more comprehensible when we 
learn that, up to the date of the last 
report, Amoy had never made trial of 
one solitary transit pass. For years 
we have heard of the continued exac- 
tions of the officials in the interior ; 
they have been the constant subject of 
complaint, yet somehow the idea of 
testing the efficacy of transit passes 
inland or for export, does not seem to 
have suggested itself to a single in- 
dividual amongst the mercantile com- 
munity at the port. We do not mean 
to allege that the fact of having a 
transit pass will, in the first instance, 
be likely to overawe those officials 
who have hitherto oppressed like a 
nightmare the trade of the port, but it 
will place the complainant in a better 
position if treaty stipulations have 
been openly violated. We have noticed 
that at Foochow, never an important im- 
port mart, transit passes have at length 
een taken out for piece goods, and we 
would again recommend ao trial of 
the remedy at Amoy. That there is 
room for improvement, we hold to be 
indisputably proved by the fact that 
‘Amoy, even at its worst, is an importer 
of raw cotton. The northern ports, 
while exporting the raw material, yet 
find it advantageous to import mann- 
factured goods ; the difference in price 
between the two must plainly be greater 
in the south, and the room for extension 
of the trade more marked. With all these 
advantdges in favour of the importer, 
we find a very considerable falling off 
within the last five years, and are in 
consequence led to the conclusion that 
the’ diminution in demand is owing to 
artificial rather than to natural causes. 
‘That, however, there are natural causes 
tending to check demand, is evident 
from the report before us. The import 
of ordinary food stuffs has risen to an 
enormous pitch. Amoy needed, in the 
quarter, no less than 260,000 peculs of 
rice, 130,000 of peas, and 36,000 of 
wheat. The report does not add under 
what circumstances so large an import 
was demanded, but the need of laying 
down the necessaries of life at a high 
price must seriously have interfered 
With the purchasing powers of the 
district. Oil and beancake for man- 
ure, though in excess of the previous 
year, by no means came up to the 
average; and, as short imports of 
manure generally lead to shor exports 





of sugar, no surprise will be felt at the 
export being Jess than one half of the 
corresponding quarter of the previous 
year. Tea, principally Oolong for the 
United States, shows a slight increase 
on the corresponding quarter, but 
shipments towards the end of the year 
are always fluctuating. The emigration 
of upwards of fifteen thousand Chinese, 
during the quarter, to the Straits 
Settlements and East Indian islands, 
seems likewise to show a pressure of 
population on the resources of the dis- 
trict. 

Swatow, as compared with Amoy, 
begins to exhibit some favourable 
symptoms, but the same remarks with 
regard to transit passes may be made ; 
not one having, we believe, even been 
applied for. The import of rice was 
less than one half that during the cor- 
responding period of last year ; that of 
beancakes had nearly doubled. The 
import of ‘raw cotton amounted to 
no less than 19,000 peculs—say 
enough to make 150 to 180 thousand 
pieces, while the import of manufac. 
tured cottons stood at 46,000. The 
exports, generally, showed a reasonably 
satisfactory state of affairs; sugar ex- 
hibits a decline of some 20,000 peculs 
from the corresponding period of the 
previous year, which, however, had been 
greatly in excess of previous average ex- 
ports. 

Canton shows a similar stagnation 
to the other southern ports, accompanied 
by large imports of rice, peas and 
wheat. The system of blockading the 
harbour at Hongkong, while hurting 
seriously the trade of the colony, has 
evidently no corresponding advan. 
tageous effect on the revenues of Can- 
ton—the only excuse which could be 
offered for its continuance. Cotton 
Goods show a considerable deficiency, 
as do almost all the other imports, 
except food stuffs. Even opium, 
against the import of which otherwise 
than through the Foreign Customs the 
blockade has been principally aimed, 
produces less revenue than when the 
trade was free. The whole im- 
port duties levied during the quarter 
amount to Taels 53,000, against Tacls 
55,000 in the corresponding quarter of 
1871 and 58,000 in 1870. Two 
hundred and seventeen chests of opium 
constituted the entire import of the 
quarter, bringing in a revenue of Taels 
6,600. Seen by its results, the blockade 
has proved an expensive luxury. The 
exports generally have been reasonably 
satisfactory, sugar exhibiting a decided 
increase. Two items seem worthy of 
ashort notice; America has taken to 
using palm fans to a large extent, 
importing from Canton no less than 
three millions and three-quarters, for 
the requirements of its population 
during the forthcoming summer. Great 
Britain has taken two millions of 
yattans in the same period, a demand 
she never made before. Have the new 
School Boards had anything to say to 
it, and will raw hides be a drug in the 
Home market? Canton likewise ex- 





ported ten straw hats io Hongkong ; 
the wearers will doubtless be well 
Known to the new police force. The 
list of fines and confiscations at the end 
of the column calls for some notice. 
‘We had occasion, three months ago, to 
animadvert on the peculiar fact that 
Chinkiang figured largely, and with 
respectable names, in reference to marks 
on sugar bags, while no such excess of 
officiousness was reported from other 
quarters. If, however, foreign firms 
choose to submit to fines inflicted by 
other than their constituted authorities, 
and like to see their names figuring in 
a black list, we presume the matter is 
theix, not our business. In most of 
the other ports, the confiscations are 
confined to petty attempts on the part 
of Chinese employés or passengers to 
carry on board small articles without 
having obtained permits. Swatow 
confiscates a quantity of goods for 
excess in weight ; the excess being, 
however, in so regular a proportion as 
apparently to result from some differ- 
ence in local weights. Canton realises 
upwards of four thousand taels from 
fines and confiscations, principally of 
opium seized on board the river 
steamers. One unfortunate attempted 
to conceal a pair of decr’s horns about 
his person; we are nob informed how 
he proposed to escape the vigilant 
glance of the officer on duty ; we must, 
however, presume that some ingenuity 
was displayed, as the horns were taken 
for the “Exhibition Collection.” We 
are not informed that the owner was 
sent to wear them, We are not told, 
cither, what seizures were made by the 
cruizers in the neighbourhood of Hong. 
Kong; a list of their captures would 
doubtless be equally interesting. 





A CASE OF TORTURE BY THE SHANGHAI 
HSIEN. 


‘Two months ago, a number of respect= 
able Chinese petitioned the Taotai to 
use his influence to have the opium 
shops in the Foreign Settlemonts closed. 
A moving picture was drawn of the 
temptations these houses offered, and 
of the abysses of moral and pecuniary 
ruin into which they were the means of 
seducing the native youth. The Taotai, 
as in duty bound, endorsed the memorial 
on to the Foreign authorities ; and the 
latter assented to the wish it expressed. 
Orders were given by the Municipal 
Councils, in each Settlement, that the 
houses in question should be closed. 
‘The order was obeyed, and the female 
attendants referred to in the Memorial, 
were scattered ; some returning home 
or finding other employment, some 
finding refuge in brothels. For the 
class of house attacked was a simple 
tavern, of which there were not more 
than fifty in the whole Anglo-Ameri- 
cant Settlement. The Native brothels, 
which are really opium shops also, 
were not even hinted at. Such as 
it was, however, the measure was a 
good, if a trifling one, and it was 
carried out. One is always puzzled to 
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explain the outbreaks of Chinese moral- 
ity; whether they mean a desire to 
fire off Confucian maxims, a wish to 
create opportunity for new squeezes, 
or really indicate a wish for reform. 
The measures advocated are usually #0 
queer and inadequate that cither one 
of the three motives may be taken. 
‘We are content, however, to give the 
memorialists credit for the best 
motive in the present case, and con- 
gratulate them on having removed so 
much temptation from before the eyes 
of their rising generation. What we 
wish especially to note, is a pendant to 
the case, which exhibits another phase 
of Chinese character that it would be 
well if they would also try to reform. 

‘A Chinese named SiiJen-kwei, $f TE 
BS master of an opium house, finding 
that his business had been much inter- 
fered with by the restriction, got up a 
counter-petition to the French Consul— 
which he signed himself, and exerted his 
influence to persuade others to sign— 
setting forth the injury which the 
numerous opium shops would suffer by 
the new régime, and the depreciation of 
house property that would consequently 
follow; and expressing willingness to 
pay a heavy tax if the old system 
might be allowed to continue. Sii 
Jon-kwei's boldness in the mattor seems 
to have greatly irritated the Che- 
hsien, who set runners on the watch for 
him, and eventually succeeded in catch- 
ing him in the Chinese quarter under 
the City Walls. He was at once drag- 
ged off to the Yamen, and subjected 
to the following system of examination. 
‘The man was suspended by acord fast- 
ened to both hands behind the back, 
and commanded to make a clean breast 
as to all particulars and accomplices. 
His confessions not coinciding, we pre~ 
sume, with the suspicions of the Magis- 
trate, 800 blows of the heavy bamboo 
were inflicted, with such severity as 
to cause frightful laceration, and he 
was again ordered to confess. Still 
failing to elicit what he wanted, the 
Chebsion next ordered 100 blows on 
the ankle bone—one of the most 
agonising inflictions that can be con- 
ceived ; and when the man was taken 
down fainting, after this hideous tor- 
ture, both his shoulder joints were found 
to be dislocated. A doctor was called 
in to sct them, and the man putin gaol 
to wait further proceedings. 

Now it is needless to say Foreigners 
have no sympathy with the tenor of the 
memorial which brought down, on Sit 
Jen-kwei, the Che-hsien’s anger. The 
opium houses are dens of filth and vice, 
and deserve all that can be said 
against them. If memorials of Chinese 
merchants, proclamations of Chinese 
magistrates, andco-operation of Foreign 
Consuls can effect a clearance of them, 
we shall congratulate ourselves on the 
removal from our neighbourhood of so 
many nuisances. But how can we 
respect a magistrate who utters moral 
maxims with one breath, only to 
order such cruelty as that we have 





described, with his nest? What value 
can we set on the platitudes of 
the Chinese memorialists, while such 
barbarity is let pass unregarded. The 
intense coneeit of the Chinese mandarin 
may enable him to treat with dis- 
regard the opinion of Foreigners on the 
subject; but it is well he should, at 
least, know that we regard such pro- 
ceedings as acts of barbarism, and 
as placing the country where they are 
tolerated, outside the pale of civilisation. 
The Chehsien is, we believe, a Can- 
tonese ; and may have been familiarised 
with torture in the Courts of his own 
province; but a milder system pre- 
vails in the North, where such pro- 
ceedings as we have described are as 
excoptional as they are bratal. We are 
glad to see that the Shunpao has already 
expressed, in unmistakeable terms, 
the views of Foreigners on the subject; 
and, as we are well aware that every 
Tine we write is translated in the 
Taotai’s yamén, we add our own ex- 
pression of blame, for the Chehsien's 
information, while giving publicity to 
the case that Foreigners may know 
what is going on in their neighbor- 
hood. We have, of course, to rely on 
Chinese information for the particulars 
we have given; but we have every 
reason to believe them correct. 





A SKETCHING CLUB. 


Ir has often excited our. surprise that 
Painting does not flourish more abund- 
antly in Shanghai than it appears to 
do. We have amateurs who excel in 
nearly all the other arts. The musical 
talent of the community is acknow- 
ledged, and the Philharmonic Concerts 
give annually ample proofs of the vocal 
and instrumental proficiency of our 
orchestra. The stage has still many 
versatile performers on its boards, as 
the last entertainment given by the A. 
D. ©. testified; and when the new Ly- 
ceum rises from the ashes of the old 
house, we shall hope to seas bright an 
artay of stars as ever shone in past 
days in the Theatrical firmament. 

Tt would be unfair to deny that, in 
connection with the Theatre, much 
artistic talent is developed. We have 
had some very charming scenes painted 
by our local Beverleys and ‘Telbins, and 
the act drops that have from time to 
time been contributed by amateurs have, 
as Mr. Barlow would say, “ pleased us 
vastly.” Still there has never been an 
organised society to bring artists and 
the lovers of pictures together, and to 
awaken a similar interest in painting 
to that which is excited on the subject 
of music. So far as we know, there 
has never been an attempt made here 
to institute a Club of amateurs amongst 
whom the bond of union should be a 
love of Drawing and Painting. Nothing 
like the English “Graphic” or the Ger- 
man “Paint Box” has ever been started. 
In explanation of this omission it may 
be urged that the scenery of Shanghai 
cannot be described as attractive, We 
have no umbrageous groves, no spark. 





ling rills, no towering mountains. The 
City and the Settlement alike stand in 
the midst of adend level plain, and 
there seems nothing for the eye to 
rest on, save monotony. In a country 
where there are a number of objects 
that inspire the pencil, persons with 
even small Jeisure and talent would be 
stirred up into activity; but here, if 
landscape subjects are required, they 
have tobe hunted out and are not 
found without some expenditure of 
time in the search. It is true that it 
is nob easy to imagine finer cloud 
effects than one sees on autumn even- 
ings in Shanghai, but the earth, though 
according to Keats its “ poetry is never 
dead,” yet contrives to remain in a 
state of torpor not very far removed 
from death, and has little indeed to 
attract the resident whose power of 
observing has been lessened by use, 
‘The paddyfields, dotted with frequent 
graves, are not beautiful objects, and 
the yellow and sluggish waters of tho 
creeks are, if possible, more hideous 
than the vast and cheerless cemetery 
through which the muddy waters creep 
so tardily. But, granting all this, 
China has subjects for the pencil. ‘The 
streets of the Native cities, though ter- 
rible to the nose, are not without a 
thousand attractions to the eye. The 
gold emblazoned signboards, the quaint. 
ly and curiously carved fronts of the 
houses; the gaily coloured lanterns, and, 
above all, the ever changing groups of 
men, women and children, would supply 
the sketcher with many a picture if he 
would enter into the spirit of the scene. 
The Temples are really capable of 
artistic treatment, and the fragments of 
gray old city walls, with watchtower 
and josshouse, are “bits” not to be 
passed over with a cursory glance. 

New interest would be given to the 
Boat Trip, if the excursionist took his 
notebook and his colouring box with 
him, and gave us some free and yet 
literal transcripts of the scenes through 
which he passed. The natives every. 
where and always are, we confess, ob- 
jectionably dirty; but, strange to say, 
all artists know that extreme personal 
filth may co-exist with extreme pictur- 
esqueness. The Eastern scenes of Lewis 
and Goodall have, for years, delighted 
beholders on the walls of the Royal 
Academy ; yet it would he unwise too 
curionsly toconsider whetherthose swart 
Nubian ‘slaves and solemn sheiks were 
all strictly attentive to the claims of the 
bath. If we bring an educated eye to 
the contemplation of Chinese Life, even 
if that life be in so dull a city as 
Shanghai, we shall find opportunities 
for the exercise of the limner’s art, and 
a good plea for founding a Sketching 
Club. 





CHINA AND THE VIENNA EXHIBITION. 

It is now some weeks since the various 
Chinese collections intended for the Inter- 
national Exhibition of 1873 were des- 
patched, and a glance through that which 
represents the trade of the Port of Shang- 
hai may give efeir idea of the whole, as 
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‘well as introduce a fow facts of interest in 
connection with the more peculiar ele- 
ments of the inter-Chinese trade. The ex- 
hibits are grouped under fourteen heads, 
and tho specimens are accompanied with 
theirnames in English, German and Chinese, 
a statement of their origin, nature or 
method of preparation, their uses and 
value, the name of the places of production 
and consumption, and 9 memorandum of 
the quantity imported or exported in 1871. 
For information regarding their nature 
and uses we are largely indebted to Dr. 
‘Williams’ Chinese Commercial Guide, and 
tho particulars gathered by the Customs 
collectors. 

Group 1—Mining, quarrying and metal- 
lurgy, embraces chiefly imports in Cop- 
per, Iron, Lead, &e., for which the col- 
lection is almost wholly indebted to 
foreign firms. ‘There are, however, speci- 
mons of native arsenic, alum, gypsum and 
copperas, ‘The alum sent is produced in 
this province. ‘The stone is thrown into a 
fire of brushwood, where it burns and cracks 
with a slight Iambent flame, the fragments 
are next macerated in vats, and boiled for 
a short time, and the lixivium poured into 
reservoirs, from which blocks are cut as 
required, With some of its uses our 
renders are perfectly fomiliar—they are 
principally those of purifying, bleaching; 
‘and dyeing, Arsenic is also obtained in 
Kiangen, but is said tobe from impure 
sulphate of iron instead of sulphate of cop- 
per. Ibis usually produced by sublima- 
tion from the ernde ore, and then again 
refined from the sulphur and other im- 
purities by dissolving and precipitating it 
in water, Besides its medical uses, it is 
applied as a manure to the roots of mul- 
Derry trees, and rico when sown is often 
oped in a solution of it, to destroy 
inseots,—much as English farmers employ 
the smo propertios in a cruder state to 
freo seed wheat from the spores of a 
fungus which, as the plant developes, other- 
wiso produces the blight in the ear known 
‘as smut, Copperas, also a Kiangsu pro- 
duction, used in dyeing and in medicine, 
is, says Porter Smith, made by mixing 
sulphurous coal with hepatic iron pyrites, 
and allowing spontaneous chemical action 
to take place, the heap being plastered 
over with mortar to keep out tho air. 
‘With Group 2—Plants for Food and Phy- 
sic, the Chinese have much more to do. 
Their staff of life, Rice, appears in six 
varisties ; what is generally regarded as 
that on which foreigners most depend, is 
represented by one feeble sample of Wheat, 
Of barley two kinds are given; and of 
Sesamum Seeds the white and black descrip- 
tious, the former usod in the manufacture 
of oil, and the Intter so commonly to be ob- 
served in the preparation of street cakes. In 
Beans and Peas the curious fact is to be 
noticed that the former only are indigen- 
ous—the latter, with the exception of tares, 
having been introduced since European 
visitors arrived on the coast of China. 
The teas are the teas of Japan, native 
samples being sent direct from the River 
and Southern Ports ; and itis remarked 
that the inferior Japan teas are largely 
consumed inthis province. ‘Then follows 
a long list of edibles and seasonings, mostly 




















imported. Anisced star, brought from the 
Phillipines, is the fruit of a small fragrant 
tree, and is used as seasoning and in the 
making of a fragrant drink deemed ser- 
viccable in fevers. Cassia twigs, a Straits? 
product, aro the extreme and tender ends 
of the branches of tho Cassia plant, and 
are used in distilling an oil applied as a 
medicine for coughs and colds. China Root, 
from Japan as well as Kiangau, is sup- 
posed to be a fungus growth due to disease 
in the roots of fir trees, and is used in the 
treatment of syphilitic disoases. Then 
we have a number of condiments and 
spices, from the Straits, Nutmegs, car- 
damons, &e., are, we may notice, employed 
as medicines ; in fact everything outside 
the ordinary limits of a Chinaman’s diet 
is, by the frugality of the people generally, 
brought into use medicinally rather than 
as accessories. Ginseng, the root of the 
Panax quinguefolium, used asa strengthen- 
ing medicine, is obtained from America, 
and more rately from Corea via Chefoo, 
‘Mushrooms, locally plentiful, are also im- 
ported, dried, from Japan, and with Wood 
Ears,—parasitic fungi growing on the 
different spécies of firs,—are both food and. 
medicine. Putchuck (Indian) is the fra- 
grant and spicy root of a species of the 
thistle tribe, and is in colour and smell not 
unlike rhubarb; powdered, it is placed 
among clothes to preserve them from 
moths, and it has its use alsoas an in- 
conse and a medicine, If there is one thing 
more than another for which the Chinese 
are remarkable, it is for their catholicity in 
the matter of food—nothing isto them 
common or unclean—and our readers will 
therefore not be surprised to learn that 
after silk is removed from’ the cocoon, the 
worm is pounded and becomes an article 
of diet. ‘The cocoons themsclves are sent 
from Soochow for export to the Coast Ports 
and Europe. ‘Tigers’ bones, obtained from 
the Straits, and powdered and made into 

jelly, are used as a medicine in rheuma- 
tism, bone diseases, ague and debility, and 
are supposed to be courage as well as 
strength imparting. Ladies must avoid 
them, however. ‘This commodity is put in 
ata value of Tis. 50 per pecul. A medical 
gentleman who examined the specimens 
remarked that they much resembled the 
bones of the human subject ; perhaps after 
all they are only those of a tiger’s victim, 
condition which would be qualification 
sufficient for Chinese conscientiousness to 
entitle them to represent the monarch of the 
jungle. Various horns and bones might be 
enumerated, which are used in the making 
of buttons, opium pipes, chopsticks, 
hairpins and many other articles. Different 
sorts of coral, obtained from the Straits, 
are manufactured into rings, beads, official 
buttons, ornaments, and are also employed 
in medicine. Mr. Frank Buckland boasted 
the other day, with pardonable pride, that 
he was perhaps the only man in Europe 
who had tasted rhinoceros’ milk or partaken 
of hippopotamus’ steak ; our readers might 
distance the enquiring taste of the dis- 
tinguished naturalist, by essaying a dish 
of rhinoceros’ hide. Not the most tender 
of morsels, one would think; but then it has 
tobe boiled to a jelly, a process which would 
doubtless be too much for the patience of 














any other than a Chinese cook. Glueisalso 
extracted from this bullet-proof epidermis, 
andoven the horn parings of the sameanimal 
soften to an edible gelatinous consistency 





under the mollifying influence of the 
euisinial boiler. According to Dr. Wil* 


isms, rhinoceros’ horns are further 
highly valued by the Chinese, from a 
notion that cups made from thom sweat 
whenever a poisonous mixture is poured 
into them. Birman and Sumatran horns 
are the most prized, and a perfect ono 
sometimes sells at $300, but those that 
come from Africa do not usually rate 
above $30 or §40 each. “Tho principal 
use of the horns is in medicine and for 
amulets, for only one good cup: can be 
carved from the end of each, and 
conseinently the parings and fragments 
are all preserved.” As it is not given 
in our list of market prices, wo may 
mention that Tis. 20 per catty is the 
value of the article, Goat's hair and 
sheop’s wool is exported from this province 
to the Const ports and Europe, and is 
chiefly used to make felts, Buffalo horns 
furnish a glue, and are made into many 
small articles of domestic utility. Chamois? 
horns are brought from the Straits, and 
the Chinese consider their tips to be tho 
hardest substance in the world. In olden 
times, so says the logend, some merchants 
from India brought an immensc diamond 
to China, for the purpose of getting it cut ; 
but no Chinese Inpidary could perform 
this operation on account of its extremo 
hardness, till one old man, cunning in the 
craft, suggested the point of a chamois* 
horn, by aid of which the beauties of 
Golconda’s jewel were at longth laid bare, 
Chamois’ horn is also a cooling medicine, 
while deor’s horn is a stimulative one, 
Manis or crocodile scales form another 
curious medicine, used in vonoreal cases, 
Musk, which is an article of export from 
Shanghai, is obtained from the musk deer, 
and is packed in small leaden boxes, each con- 
taining a completo scrotum, Itisan expen 
sive commodity, costing Tls. 12 per ounce, 
Pepper, procured from the Straits and 
Japan, the Chinese use not only as a sea- 
soning, but as a decoction in midwifery 
and fever cases. Chineso ginger, grown in 
large quantities in the lower provinces and 
exported to the Northern ports, is inferior 
in taste to the various foreign gingers, and, 
when dried, is more wrinkled and less 
inviting in appearance. It is consumed 
locally as a condiment, stimulant, and in 
various ways medicinally. Capoor Cut- 
chery, the root of a tuberous plant. grow- 
ing in Kiangsu, and exported to Japan and 
the Coast Ports, is found in pieces about 
half-an-inch in diameter, which are cut up, 
dried, powdered, and used in perfumery, 
medicine, and for the preservation of 
clothes—a department of domestic econo- 
my in which the Chineso aro especially 
careful. Mixed with oil, a plaster is mado 
also from this product. Dried Lily Flow- 
ers aro grown principally in Kiangsu for 
Japanese consumption, and are the dried 
blossoms of the Hemerocallis graminea and 
Lilium bulbijerum. ‘They are used to sea- 
son meats and are also eaten as a fungus. 
Liquorice, also found in this province, is 
sent to the Coast Ports, and has various 
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medicinal properties and virtues. The 
dried peel of oranges, it is noticed, fetches 
more than the oranges themselves, snd is 
valued for its stomachic and stimulant pro- 
perties, Turmeric, the dried root of the 
cureuma longa, mixed with Prussian blue 
or dry indigo, is, as many of our readers 
doubtless know, extensively employed in 
colouring green tea. It is described as 
possessing wromatic and colouring quali- 
ties, with a warm disagreeable bitterish 
taste and smell like ginger, and besides 
being a dye is used to flavour curries. 
Coffee is not put among the exhibits 
from Shanghai, but in its place in the cate- 
gory of articles the curious fact is men- 
tioned that the name has no Chineso equi- 
valent, resembling tobacco in this respect. 
Galangal, the root of the Alpinia Galanga, 
found in Kiangsu, is a seasoning and medi- 
cine ; and Rhubarb is exported to Europe 
and the Coast Ports. Before passing from 
edibles of local, although by uo means ex- 
chisively local, production, we may men- 
tion one which the Exhibition collection 
does not, wo believe, embrace—the succu- 
Tent roots of the common reed. We knew 
‘that the young shoots of this useful de- 
nizen of the creeks were edible, like those 
of the bamboo ; but at tho cleaning out of 
‘® choked-up watercourse the other day, 
niear Shanghai, we found an assemblage of 
tho village gossips and children watching 
the workmen and eagerly possessing them- 
solves of the roots which they turned up. 
‘Washing theso in the muddy water, the 
‘whole crowd, from toothless babes to equal- 
Jy toothless crones, ate them as they would 
sugar cane, and assured us that, besides 
Woing pleasant to the taste, they had good 
stomachic properties. Betel nut, the fruit 
of the Areca palm, is not a stimulant much 
affected by the Chinese, but in the North 
thero:aro to be found betel-chewers, who, 
_ however, masticate the nut without the 
preparation which it undergoes at the hands 
‘ofits devotees in the Straits.. The betel 
nut-husk is used as a dye and @ medicin 
“We now come to fibrous materials, 
“oir, ‘a substance gathered only from 
the crown of the hemp palm, is import- 
¢d from Japan and re-exported to the 
Const ports. It is supposed to be the 
fibrous integument of undeveloped or abor- 
tivo leaves, or a special coating to protect 
éach year’s budding leaves, rather than a 
bark, ‘Tho leaves aro gathered and im- 
ported in their natural state, and require 
very little preparation before being used in 
the manufacture of cordage, mats, &e. 
Cotton is of course grown over great part 
6f China, but apparently to a larger extent 
in Kiangsu than any other province. There 
are three varieties, two being of an inferior 
description, and one of these, the Nanking 
variety, is of a brown colour. Needless to 
say that the Chinese are adepts in prepar- 
ing as well as in growing .cotton ; given 
rice for their staff of life and cotton for its 
cloak, they will never starve inwardly or 
outwardly. Hemp is prepared for export, 
principally to Hongkong. Green and yel- 
low descriptions are used for the coarser 
articles of manufacture, such as rope and 
sacking, and a better kind is imported 
from Siam, of which fine linen is made. 
The inner coating of a peculiar kind of 

















oyster shell obtained from the Straits, is 
shown as substituted in China for window- 
glass; and fish-skin, the covering of a 
species of shagreen, which is made into 
spectacle cases. Specimens of vegetable 
wax, of Japanese and native production, 
are sent. The white wax of Japan as of 
Szechuen, is of vegetable origin, being 
obtained by crushing the ripe seeds of the 
rhus suecedancum, and then separating the 
tallow-like covering ; and is chiefly em- 
ployed in the making of candles, incombina- 
tion with animal tallow. ‘The yellow kind 
is beeswax boiled down into cakes, to be 
put to the same use, and a white wax is 
also obtained in Kiangsu from insects, 

In Wood and Timber there is nothing of 
native growth ; samples of those used in 
shipyards are furnished by a foreign firm, 
and the remainder consist of the various 
useful and fancy woods imported from the 
Straits and the Polynesian Archipelago. 
Among others we may notice the Rattan, 
the stringers of trailing palms or calami, 
which are spinous climbing plants with 
graceful foliage, ‘The shoots grow from 
100 to 1,200 feet in length, according to 
the species, and when cut require to be 
stripped only of the epidermis, which is 
done by drawing through a notch in a tree; 
then the rattans are doubled and tied up 
in bundles of 100 each. ‘The rattan has 
mony and valuable uses. There are two 
spe-imens of camagon, a Manila wood 
similar to ebony but of inferior quality, 
and three of ebony itsolf, Garroo is a 
fragrant Siamese wood, which is powdered, 
mixed with glue, and made up into joss- 
sticks, Sandalwood is similarly usedas anin- 
cense-wood, besides being wrought into 
numerous ornaments, It is a native of the 
Sandwich islands, and is obtained by bark- 
ing and burying the Santalum Album till 
the outer wood is decayed, leaving the 
hard core. Sapan woods from the Straits 
and Laka wood from Sumatra are employed 
in dyeing and other ways.

There was a tremendous dust storm 
blowing at the time, and I doubt whether 
any race was ever ridden under more un- 
favorable circumstances; yet oven the 
ladies showed their appreciation of truo 
sport, by being present, although the Race 
Course is 3}7miles distant. 
17th February. 


Wo have had sudden hot weather with 
south winds, therm. yesterday at 1 p.m. 
47° in the shade and 89° in the sun. To-day 
there is a strong N.E. wind, and the atmos- 
phere is hourly coldening. Bustards are 
in the neighbourhood, and one has been 
bagged weighing 23 bs. They are deli- 
cious eating. I was stopped from going 
a 30 miles ride to the East, by a warn- 
ing from the Taoutai that the place a party 
of us were about to visit, was infested by 
robbers, bands of 50 to 60 being all over 








that part of the country. At Newchwang— 
30 miles from here—I saw the naked bo 
of a Afd-ta-tze (mounted robber) who ha 
just been beheaded, his head hangin, 
from a tree close by. "They aro not feares 
here, but do much mischief in small places, 
and I hear drilled soldiers have been sent 
to exterminate them. 

‘The Roman Catholics are making great 
progress. "At Yangkiran, 20 miles. to 
the south of this, they have a beautiful 
Gothic church, with a spire 100 feet 
from the ground, At Newchwang 
there is even a finer and larger one, 
which can hold at least 1,000 people, in 
the heart of the City. A handsome portico 
gate leads into the compound, and the 
gold characters on the gate notify that it 
has been erected at the expense of the 
Emperor. In a year or two we may expect 
to see a church of the same kind in Ying- 
tze. Now that we have some zealous Pro- 
testant Missionaries here, I don’t suppose 
the Roman Catholics will have‘it all their 
own way, although it must keep natives 
from believing in either creed, to the pre- 
judice of their own, when they see antago- 
nism between the’ two great branches of 


Christianity.

TIENTSIN. 

‘The last seven days have been warm, the 
thermometer only falling at nights to about 
29° Fahrenheit, and during the day to 48°. 
In the afternoon of the 22nd instant, tho 
ico in the reach of the river opposite the 
British Settlement broke up, and by even- 
ing had completely diseppeated, and fish- 
ing boats wero to be seen in their occupa 
tion—catching fish, A wonderful change, 
and all within two hours time! 

‘Tho 22d instant boing the anniversary of 
the bisthday of the great American, George 
Washington, the first President’ of th 
United States, the U. 8, war-steamer 
Ashuelot, Captain Wallace, fired a national 
salute of 21 guns, and was dressed with all 
her fings ; the various Consulates also 
hoisted their gala flags for the occasion, 

Preparations are being made at the Vices 
roy’s yamaun for the reception of Li Hung. ° 
chang, who is expected hero immediately 
from Paouting direc, No, news has yot 
reached us of favours bestowed by the 
Emperor on his accession to tho throne, 
‘The accession day was not kept asa holi- 
day by the Chinese. At the Araonal the 
usual work was being carried on all day, 
as on ordinary days ; as we could hear 
the whistles calling the people to work an 
to coase, When we bring to our re- 
membrance the feeling of respect and r 
erence which the population of China 
press in general for their Emperors, it 
struck the foreigners, who pay attention to 
Chinese matters, as something extraordi- 
nary that the day of the accession of the 
present Emperor to the ‘hrone was not 
kept asa holiday and féte day, at least by 
the officials. As His Majesty is only 17 
years of age, China may not again see an 
accession to the Throne for the next 70 
years, the Government people might, there: 
fore, ‘and without much loss, have pr 
claimed the day a holiday; testifying in 
this manner to the onter world their re- 
spect for the Chief Magistrate of their 
Government.

I understand this is the last overland 
Customs courier for this winter, The 
Customs couriers have delivered their mails 
each week at Tientsin, during all the past 
winter, with the regularity of a firstrate 
chronometer. Assuredly our very best 
thanks are due to the Inspector-General 
of Customs, for his kind consideration in 
arranging that his couriers shouldalsobring 
on the letters of the community, 
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Theard last night, from carters who had 
just come from Taku, that the Peiho is 
{quite free from ice from Taku to Tientsin. 
‘Tho thermometer during the past night 
only fell to 33° Fahrenheit; and as the 
year is now well advanced, to-day being 
the Ist of the second moon of the Chinese 
year, we may take it for granted that our 
Gola ‘Wwintsy weather for this season is at 
end, 

Although we were taught in our copy- 
books in our schooldays, that “self-praise 
is no recommendation,” still I am unable 
to perceive why people in 1873 should not 
bo allowed to speak truth, and even when 
‘the truth is about themselves. ‘The Muni- 
cipal Council of this Settlement, composed 
of the enterprising and energetic gentlemen, 
Messrs. Moore, Forbes, Starizoll, Cordes, 
and Meadows, (which language, I'sincerely 
trust, will on perusal make nobody angry), 
availed themselves of the close season to 
thoroughly and efficiently repair the Set- 
tloment Jetties and Bund ; so the Bund, at 
lenst, will not, for many’ years to come, 
require any more repairs. "The merchant 
steamers will, on their appearance here in 
the beginning of next month, consequently 
find the Jetties and Bund off their berths 
in perfect order, and in every respect ad- 
mirably arranged for the rapid and easy 
discharging of their cargoes. For the 
efficient catrying out of the works in ques- 
tion, I must mention that the Council 
were chiefly indebted to thoir able execu- 
tives—Engineor Wells and Superintendent 
Mostyn,

About noon on the 4th instant the wind 
veered round to the North, and before 
long it was blowing a gale, which continued 
with violence till the morning of the 6th 
instant, Since then wo have had fine 
spring weather, and I hope we are now 
finished with the cold, 

In the Peking Gazette of 22nd Feb., we 
read that an edict has been received by the 
Board of Revenue (Hoopoo) to the effect 
that, His Majesty had appointed Yeu-seun, 
a Manchow, commissioner, in concert with 
Li-hung-chang, for the receipt of the Tri- 
bute rico at Tientsin, and commanding him 
to repair there for that purpose. We un- 
derstand:that the Commissioner You-soun 
will bo here during the next few days for 
the above-mentioned object. ‘The Viceroy 
arrived at his yamun here last night at 8 
o'clock, It was said for somo days. back 
ho intended being at Tientsin on the arri- 
val of the first steamers of the-season, 

‘While sitting at my writing table yester- 
day afternoon, heard asalute of threo gun 
and the firing off of alot of firecrackers? 
which I later learnt were fired and let off 
at the Astor House Hotel, and in a minute 
or two Jater I heard another salute of 
guns and a steamer’s whistle. Hurrying out- 
Bide as quickly as possible, Tsaw the 8.8. N. 
Co.’s steamer Shanse, Joseph Steele coi 
mander, shoot past the flagstaff, Captain 
Steele having won the blue ribbon of the 
Shanghai and Tientsin Line for 1873 by 
being ‘the first steamer in port from 
Shanghai. ‘The Shanse passed the flag 
staff (the winning post) at 2.40 p.a., and 
at 3.25 paw. the ©. ©. 8. N, Co.’s steamer 
‘Taku, Captain Hooper, passed it. Captain 
Steele being a popular man in this commu- 
nity, was, of course, loudly cheored ; and as 
soon as his vessel was fairly alongside the 
wharf, a crowd of the residents went on 











board’ to congratulate him on his success. 
The ©. 0. SN. Co.’s steamer Appin ar- 
rived off the Settlement at about 2 o'clock 


thismorning, and theS. 8, N. Co.’s steamer 
Scechwen at 1.30 v. a. to-day. It is said 
that the Chilli may reach here also this 
afternoon; and rumour says the Aden 
may put in an appearance to-morrow. 
On the 6th instant a sailing vessel in tow 
of the Pilot’s tug, had reached a bend of 
the river 12 miles away, but had been de- 
tained there by ice.

Since the arrival of Li Hung-chang on 
the 7th instant, considerable activity has 
been manifest amongst official people here, 
every one having a remarkabiy qui vice 
appearance. His Excellency being him- 
self remarkable for activity and energy, it 
of courso follows that his subordinates 
take the tone from him in the discharge of 
their duties. There is a rumor to-day 
that he goes immediately down river in 
one of the Chinese gunboats, to in- 
spect the various forts on the river bank 
and at Taku, This inspection will occupy 
at least three days, and as it is said that 
he will start for the Lmperial Tombs on the 
18th instant, it is very evident he does 
not allow grass to grow under his feet. It 
is said that Pwan-ting-sin, Commissioner of 
Finances for Shantung but at present at- 
tached on special duty to the Viceroy, is 
to be his representative, in concert with 
Yeu-seun. 

‘We have no news yet from Peking of the 
Foreign Ministers having had an audience 
of the Emperor. {t appears that their 
Excellencies availed themselves of the cir- 
cular despatch which they received from the 
‘Tsung-li Yamun, notfying the accession of 
His Majesty, to intimate to the Yamun 
their readiness to make personal calls on 
His Majesty to congratulate him on the 
event. ‘The public have not yet learnt the 
result of this polite intention, but it is 
to be hoped that the Tsung-li Yamun 
viewed it inan amiable light. We would 
have been delighted to learn that the 
‘Ministers had each intimated the day when 
they would have had the pleasure of pre- 
senting themselves at Court to have an 
audience. This step would have at once 
brought the question to an issue, and I feel 
sure soitled it definitively for ever, by 
audionees being given. We have been 
having, this last week, villanous weather 
in the form of strong cold easterly winds, 
which have brought out every inherent 

article of rheumatism existing in each in- 
jual’s system, in the;most excruciating 
manner ; 80 it is admitted on all sides that 
warm weather would be very acceptable at 
Tientsin. The deop draft, steamers Chilli 
and Shantung came up off the Settlement 
this morning, tho strong easterly winds 
having tended to give us high tides in the 
river ;80, as-usual, itis an ill wind that 
blows nobody good. We, however, have 
up to this hour not seen anything of the 
den, which left Shanghai on the Ist 
instant, although she was expected hero 
some days ago, by the Chinese.

‘The Corean Ambassy having, as usual, 
started for Pekin, to present the King 
of Corea’s complimonts and respects, as 
vassal, to the Emperor of China, at 
New-Year time, I have been so fortunate 
as to get particulars from a worthy Corean, 
in regard to his mysterious little country, 
and especially as to the deplorable end of 
Rev. Mr. Thomas in 1866. Doubtless 
some of your readers will be glad of uch 
information, and I can only add that I 
have no reason for questioning its truth. 

The Corean comes from the North of 
Corea, and does not seem to know exactly 
what takes place or happened in the South. 
‘When I asked him whether there were still 
gny Japanese in Corea, he did not know, 
but had heard that they had all fled the 
country about threo years ago, from fear 
of being put to death. This may be a 
confirmation of “ Kakurin’s” letter which 
you published in your Journal in August 
or September 1872, The American expe- 
dition killed 500 natives, including two 
high military officers. _In spite of this loss, 
when the Americans had left, the Regent 
and people rejoiced greatly, the common 
talk being that the Corea could not be 
beaten, and that whoever might come 











would be prevented entering the kingdom, 
no friendship being desirable with the 
European World, In order to keep up 
such a feeling, the Regent has mado a 
vow, as follows : 


AEA Bl HE EAL EA HE 
KF it GRRE 


“Foreigners encroach on our territory. 
The only alternatives are war or peace. To 
resolve on peace is to betray our kingdom, 
A warning for us and our posterity for 
ever.” 

And this engagements placarded in largo 
characters at all the 360 prefectures of the 
kingdom. During the last six years, many 
soldiers have been levied and exercised. 
Cannon have been cast, rifles manufactured. 
and heaps of powder stored, The Regent 
ordered large quantities of iron ; each dis- 
trict having to furnish 500 Ibs, to the capi- 
tal, for making cannon &e., cooking pots 
for the soldiers, &e, 5,000 soldiers are be~ 
ing exercised in the capital, and at least 100 
in each district, besides which all the peo- 
ple are soldiers by right, except nobles and 
clever writ (ha). Quantities of cash 
‘are amassed inside the Royal palace, these 
having been got together as expenses for 
the war, which was looked for, the year 
aftor the American expedition, it being 
fully expected the Americans would return, 
although the French never did. When t 
asked whether they had European arms in 
Corea, my informant replied ‘what ia the 
use of them. We have the same guns as 
of old, and the numberless new ones aro 
all made the same, Yet we have three 
enormous European cannons on the walls 
‘of my Province’s capital, which wero 
brought from China on bullock carts,” 

Notwithstanding the famine of 187) 
this year 1872 was most abundant 
where, and what cost them 4 teaous a bushel 
can now be bought for one teaou, the 
country is very peaceful. 

‘You will observe that in speaking of the 
Government, I have alluded to a Regent 
instead of a King, This is becauso, £ 
ascertained from my Corean that, although 
there was a King in Corea, he did ‘not 

wern, ‘The actual King in Corea, born 
in 1855 or a ty tie we? herr 
man, name (or in , the 
old King having died childless, the Queen 
adopted Ly’s son, whe thus became heir to 
tho throne, The clevation of one, naturally 



















affeted the whole family, Ly accompanies 
his ton to Court, and being’a eunning, 
plotting and ambitious man, he succeeded 


in getting the power in his own hands, 
and putting aside the Queen (widow) who 
should have been sole ruler according to 
law. His position as King’a Fathor gavo 
him no right, further than ing in fature 
at the country’s expense. All the old 
nobles, conservatives of ancient rites, and 
those who sided with the Quoon, snw tho 

ith grief, and looked ‘upon the 
as he called himself, in the 
light’ of’ an intruder, an_usurper—but 
although they did not mind tolling him so, 
he insisted on reigning anyhow. He 
crushed all who opposed him. It was his 
pleasure to rebuild the ancient, palaco, 
which was bumt and destroyed at the timo 
of the Japanese invasion ; so as to raise 
funds for the purpose, he levied taxes of 
all kinds, and those who resisted were 
either killed or atripped of their posses- 
sions. Once launched this way, there was 
no end to the Regont’s tyranny and 
cruelty, which weighed heavily on rich 
and poor, noble and plebeian, to such an 
extent that, when the French came into 
Corea in 1868, many people hoped they 
might succeed, so as to get rid of the 
common oppressor, for, as it was the 
Regent who ordered the execution of the 
French christians, it was thought, that if 
the French were victorious, they would 
not fail to kill him, orfat3any rate to exile 
him, The French, however, by their 
retreat, only further consolidated the 
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ower of the Regent, who reigned the 
nore byrannically, and under whose hand, 
everyone gave way. A short while before, 
the young King was married to a daughter 
of a citizen named Min-Lining. Amidst 
women, he did not dream of reigning, 
even if his fathor had allowed it; and 
matters continued this way till, even in 
1870, at the period of the American expedi- 

: tion, although the Coreans had such reason 
to be dissatistied with the Government, they 
‘did not avail themselves of the chance 
for a revolution, any more than in 
1866, however much they wished something 
might happen against the Regent, who had 
just managed to offend the nobles. When 
the American vessels appeared in the river 
?'Kang-hoa, the native boats could not bring 
‘rico to the capital, and scarcity made peo- 
| ple grumble, ‘Thereupon the Regent made 
people carry the rice on their backs from 
the south to the capital; and even nobles 
were compelled, on pain of death, to be- 
come porters, for want of other means of 
transport, Such things were unheard of, 
and yet no one dared move, for fear of 
personal consequences. After the depart- 
ure of the Americans, the Regent boasted 
having once more saved the country. And 
cortainly, though he may have behaved 
badly towards the people, he has the glory 
of having successfully, if not valiantly, 
defended Corea from the Barbarian's 
attacks. In fact, where formerly it would 
“Shave been easy to overcome the Coreans, 
for the sake of delivering them from their 
oppressors, there appears to be now but one 
~ fealing eommon with them, “No Europeans 
at any price.” ‘That seems to be the re- 
sult of expeditions undertaken against the 
Corea, Really there is great justico in the 
following words, written to me by a friend 
some time ago:—MIf I were not an En, 
Jishman, 1 should like to be a Corean ; to 
“have routed France, and foiled America; 
and to be still seated, grinning at all 
“the world.” 

So much for recont Corean politics. I 
find I must defer relating the particulars I 
have gathered about the General Sherman,

PARTICULARS ADOUT REV. MR. THOMAS. 


‘These particulars have been received 
“from a native of tho Province where 
‘what he states occurred ; aud who lived 
with people by whom Mfr. Thomas was 
seon, and who possibly assisted at his 
tragic end. As my informant was well 
acquainted with the whole story, it was 
not necossary to get at it piccomeal as I 
‘did tho othor news. I shall therefore ro- 
port simply and purely what he told me, 
Without any comment of my own, 

“When it became known in China that 
the French priests were murdered in 
Coren, the Emperor of China hastened to 
advise our Government that the French 
were preparing themselves for the Corea, 
‘and that therefore we had botter male ar- 
rangoments to recive thom ina suitable 
manner. Meanwhile, an European vessel, 
the ‘ General Sherman,” thinking ita fay- 
orable moment for doing business, arrived 
‘at the Island of Zchoto, and entering the 
riyor Picung-an, anchored about threo 
miles below the Town of same namo, 
which is the Capital of my Provines. The 
vessel, on arrival, fired some shots, it is 
not known why; but at any rate no one 
was killed or wounded, and it is thought 
the canon only contained powder. A Inrge 
number of natives approached gradually, 
and at Inst went on board. ‘They were 
much surprised to meet an European 
named Telen-nan-toni, (Alc, ‘Thomas’s 
Corean name) who spoke tho Corean lan- 
guage very well, boing familine even with 
the polite phrases common amongst them 
He said he was English, which led to th

The Governor of the Province informed 
the Regent, who gave orders, about the 
Gth or 7th day following, to’ put all the 
strangers to death. The prefect of police, 
by order of the Governor, boarded the 
General Sherman,” and asked what she 
was, and her business there. I don’t 
know the answer given, but when he 
wanted to go he was detained on board, no 
doubt in order to prevent the Coreans fir- 
ing upon the vessel, and setting fire to her. 
Meanwhile the river, in consequence of 
heavy rains, overflowed ; and when tho 
water went out somewhat, the European 
vessel grounded about 50 yards from the 
bed of the river, on the tight side, there 
not being suficient water to float her, the 
depth being only about the height ‘of a 
man (about 4 feet.) ‘The mandarin then 
invited the Europeans on shore; and six 
men went in the small boat—they were 
armed with swords and small guns (pistols 
or revolvers.) ‘They entered a sort of 
Bungalow, where the mandarin went to 
visit them, Viands, fruit and wine were 
offered ; which were not at once accepted ; 
but as the Coreans fancied that the fear of 
poison might have something to do with 
the refusal, they themselves commenced 
to eat; so, to shew they were not suspi 

cious, and from a feeling of politeness, the 
Europeans also ate and drank, talking the 
while with tho mandarin and the people 
who had collected in large numbers to 
enjoy the sight. ‘Thero were several 
thousands from ‘the town and adjacent 
villages ; but although they evinced great 
curiosity, there was’ not the slightest sign 
of ill-feeling or hostility. Suddenly, for 
no cause whatever, on a sign from the 
mandarin, his guatds threw themselves 
vpon the Europeans, and bound their 
hands behind their backs with cords and 
chains. Feeling indignant at such treat- 
ment, Mr. Thomas said ‘Why do you act 
thus !” ‘The mandarin replied ~ “Tt is. our 
custom, when we wish to be friends with 
anyone, to commence that way.” Whilst 
they remained so garrotted, the Governor 
ordered the ship to be burnt, and those 
still on board to be killed, A sampan was 
first sent alongside the ship, and the 
Profect jumped into it ; but his servant had 
not timo to reach it, and fell in the water, 
whero he was drowned although the depth 
was only four feet. All this so frightened 
the Prefect of Police that he was mad for 
timo ; he is dead now. As soon as 
the Prefect reached the shore, they fired 
on the European vessel, and «s they feared 
to approach her, some thirty native boats 
were loaded with dried branches of fir 
trees, and being set on fire were succes- 
sively carried out by the tide ; men hidden 
behind the boats, up to their necks in 
water, guided them as near the shipas pos- 
sible, and then, diving under water, went 
ashore to get others. ‘The people on board 
the ship were able to keep off some of the 
fire boats, by means of poles and boat 
hooks ; but it was impossible to fight long 
against such odds, and the vessel having 
caught fire, she soon blew up with a great 
detonation. Immediately on the explo- 
sion of the vessel, the Gorernor ordered hi 

guard and the people to rush upon the si 
men who were tied up; aud thereupon 
they were killod in a horrible manner, with 
guns spears and stones. There is a sinall 
uninhabited Island, near this part of the 
river (viz., about three miles below thejtown 
of Piong-an). An o y shallow grave 
was dug thore, and all the bodies were 
flong in, tke ground being thrown over 
thom. It is said, in the country, that there 
were only ten men altogether, The fol- 
lowing year, the water owed over the 
Island, carried away the mound of earth,

Governor was well rewarded, his employ- 
ment was prolonged, and in the 7th month 
of 1872 he was sent to Peking as Ambas- 
sador representing Corea at the marriage 
of the Emperor, Whilst he was away, the 
Regent and the people were: very anxious 
as to his safety; because, as he was the 
eruel executioner of Europeans, it was 
feared these would revenge themselves for 
the massacre of their fellow countrymen. 
Tan give the name of this person, when 
necessary. In 1859-60—during the China 
war, he was in Peking as an Ambassador of 
the 8rd Class, His idea of the valour and 
military strength of Europeans was very 
high, aud he was so impressed with what 
he witnessed in Peking, that he dared not 
leave the town whilst the tragic scenes in 
regard to the “General Sherman” were 
taking place ; his orders were all despatched 
from the Palace ; and thus he earned the 

gratitude of his Government.” ; 
1f the preceding details be true—and there 
is really no doubt about them in my own 
mind—what must we think of the answer 
sent by the Corean Government to Com- 
mander Febiger in 1868, and of the treat- 
ment the people of the “ Chusan” received 
in 18707 Perhaps these latter owe their 
lives only to the fact of their presencé on 

Corean soil being ignored by the Regent,

‘Mr. Asaroy had a few remarks to make 
about that, though he really wished some 
one else would doit.

The Cnamuax said the Committee's 
object in proposing this was to make it 
something near the original entrance of 
‘Ms, 30. “When that rate had been lowered 
to $10, there was nothing in the Club be- 
longing to it, not so much as a wineglass, 
and there was no particular inducement, 
for people to become members, Now, they 
had it thoroughly furnished, and all the 
fittings had been paid for by’ the members 
‘out of their own pockets, through the 
heavy charges which were necessary at 
the bar and elsowhere. Tt was the ob- 
ject of the Committee to lighten the bur- 
Gens of the present members, and to-make 
those who came after pay a little for what 
had beon found for them. §30 was not at 
all excessive, and was as low as the entrance 
fee to any Club in China, if not lower.* 

‘Mr. Atanaster quite agreed with Mr. 
Ashton in thinking it inadvisable to raise 
the entranco fee. Reference had been 
made to the old time, when the Club did 
not flourish; and a comparison of that time 
with the present, when it does flouris! 
showed that tho large entrance'foe had d 
tracted from its prosperity. He did not 
think that when a man joined the Club he 
reflected that it gave him an interest in a 
hundred chairs and sofas, but that he 
wauld .as readily join, when it had no fur- 
niture of its own as when it had, if the way 
were miade easy. * 

Mr. Asuron said when the entrance feo 
was at Tis, 30 the Club was at zero ; it 
flourished when the entrance was reduced 
to $10, and he thought they wore doing 
their best to bring ‘it back to its former 
state when they raised the rate to $30.

‘Ata’ meoting of all the Chinese Merchants 
who make ‘Kaw Silk” their special trade, 
the following resolutions were passed ; and 
it" was resolved’ to publish them, for the 
information of all Foreign Merchants, 
who deal in such merchandize: They are as 
follows viz.:—Whereas, justice is a firat 
consideration in trade—without it, confi- 
dence cannot be inspired, and trade can- 
not long be’ successful. "It is therefore 
proper’ that trade’ should be fostered 

Fastce then, is necessary on allsdes. Tt 
ust be nsed as, polioy by allin any way 
comiected with Trade. We, as members 
of the Raw Silk Guild, think’ we have done 
much towards encouraging trade. We have 
to advance money out of our pock- 














ets; to inducd persons to proceed to various | 


modity. to sell to Foreign Merchants in 
large quantities. Our money is undoubt- 
edly’ worthy. of interest, and, in some cases, 
we have had to pay it, having borrowed 
from others, ‘The peculiarities of our share 
of the. difficulties attending this branch of 
trade, it is almost impossible for us to de- 
scribe. Notwithstanding the fact that the 
trade in Raw Silk has been small, and 
seems disposed to become less, we are sen- 
sible that unnecessary and unreasonable 
propositions have been introduced, which 
we cannot regard as friendly or beneficial 
to this species of trade. It is for this reason 
that we have convened this meeting, and 
after consultation have adopted the follow- 
ing Rules, to be strictly observed by every 
member of this Guild, in order to do away 
with all further discussion and annoyance 
towards others, or to ourselves. 

Roe I.—All Foreign merchants are res- 
pectfully solicited to thoroughly examine 
the “Muster” of any Silk offered—its 
fineness, dryness, &c,—before they finally 
make their purchase, After closing the 
trade or bargain, there shall not be per- 
mitted any withdrawal, on the part of the 
Purchaser, no claims’ for short weight, 

npness, or missing packages, after 
Teaving this Port. 

Rute II.—Silk when once having been 
sold, or bargained for, is sent to the 

nirchaser’s risk, and the seller will not be 

eld’ responsible for loss in weight, o¢ca-

A few new 
men and guests brought down by the yacht 
Emily appeared about this time, a portion 
of them having been stranded ‘and taken 
from their boat by Captain Roberts. With 
agenius for adaptation which is invaluable 
‘on such occasions, some one had requisi- 
tioned the planks fron the tiffin table to 
form a bridge, and thus established com- 
munication with the elevated plateau on 
which the howitzers stood.

SAINT PATRICK'S DAY. 

For the first time in Shanghai, the Irish 
residents met together at the Club, on the 
17th March, to celebrate their national 
festival. Twenty-nine gentlemen, of whom 
twenty-seven claimed relationship with 
Saint Patrick, sat down under the presi- 
dency of Mr. PT. W. Kingsmill, with Dr. 
Barton in the Vice-Chair, and Messrs. 
Boyce and Harding as croupiers. The 
room had been tastefully decorated with 
evergreens, under the caro of Messrs. 
White and McClatchie—the harp of Erin 
on a green ground, surmounted by the 
motto “Cead Mille Fealtha” (a hundred 
thousand welcomes) and supported by 
cross shillelazhs, forming a distinctive fea- 
ture, ‘The programme itself was a work 
of art, comprising such delicacies as Paddy 
‘McGuire Soup, Cork Soles, Wicklow ‘Tur- 














key, and Snipe from the Bog of Allen, 
among other rarities, ms 

‘After this and all other good things had 
been discussed, : 

‘The Caray called attention to the 
first toast, which needed no recommenda 
tion from’ him, Wherever true Irishmon 
met, he was sure they would be loyal, He 
called on them to drink to the health of 
“the Queen.” ;

As 
to St, Patrick himself, all there know 
something of his history ; he ‘was a gen~ 
tleman and came of decent people ;” and

We are not informed 
how the old ‘saint himself kept his 
birthday, but under his successors it 
say many vicissitwles. ‘There was & 
time when, in the midst of the darkest 
time of tho dark ages, Irelaind slione ‘out 
as the one bright star, the gem of the 
western sea; when her learned men 
carried their lore to overy country of 
Europe, and everywhere established the 








“| reputation of their country, Evil times 


however succeeded to these, We 
that St, Bridget enquired of her spiritual 
guide “ from what Christian country most 
souls were damned?” and tho angel 
pointed out a green island in the west, 
where envy, hate, and malice had taken 
such hold on the people, that poor Christian 
souls fell down into hell as thick as hail 
showers. At such times a McMurrogh, 
expelled from his kingdom for his wrong 
deeds, did not hesitate to sell his 
country to the Norman Strongbow ; and, 
following in the same course, the Nor- 
man successors of the first settlers never 
ceased to fight amongst themselves and 
oppress the unfortunate people. Kildares, 
Thomonds, Ormonds and Clanrickards, all 
fought with one another or the head of the 
state, till at last the country was reduced 
to such a condition, so wasted and ruined, 
that it would support but few poor Chris- 
tain souls to be damned. Mowever, times 
changed at Inst, and Ireland began to 
improve, The land began to be better 
cultivated, and the people to think of other 
things besides breaking one another's heads, 
In this latter half of the nineteenth century 
there wos but little left for any reasonable 
man to complain of ; and he hoped that, 
for thefuture, the Emerald island would take 
that position which her fertility and the 
undoubted talent of her people entitled 
them to. As for St. Patrick, whose anni- 
versary they were there to celebrate, few 
saints had so respectable a character. If 
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they took him for a model, every succeed 
ing 17th of March, he was sure, would find 
“them better and more prosperous. (Ap- 
planse.) 
(Gong by the Chairman—St, Patrick's day.) 

‘The Carman then proposed the health 
of the Army and Navy. _ In whatever other 
matters Irishmen had failed, it was uni- 
versally acknowledged that they could 
fight. No regiments on the roll of the 
British Army were more distinguished 
than Her Majesty’s Irish regiments. The 
history of the Peninsular War was a his- 
tory of the prowess of Inishmen, and in 
our own days the fields of India brought 
equal glory to the country. As for our 
friends in the Navy, it was through no 
lack of courage, but rather for want 

+ of numbers that the Irish had failed to oc- 
cupy 80 distinguished a position. The 
number of Irishmen entering the Navy 
had borne but a small proportion to those 

- who elected the Army. Possibly this was 
to be accounted for by the well-known 
habit of fighting, of the Irish. It was 
difficult to tread on the tail of a man’s 
coat, if the ground were only water, 
and’ 20 it was preferable to have an 
opportunity of spreading it out on the 
azy Iand, “He was glad, however, to see 
that the Navy was largely represented at 
the moment, and he had litUle doubt that, 
from those assembled together that night, 
some great Naval Captain might arise 
who would, at a future date, take charge of 
England's ‘greatness on the ocean, — He 
begged to propose the toast of the Army 
and Navy, and to couple with it the name 
of our esteemed guest of -the evening, 
Liewtenant Po’. (Applause. 

(Gong by Ake landing) 
Lieut. Pox, 2.x., rose to acknowledge 
the toast. He had had some idea, when 
he learned that this task was to devolve 
‘upon him, of making a good speech ; but it 
had all beer. driven out of his head. The 
Chaitman had told them how many Irish 
soldiers had: added lustre to our arms all 
over the world, and he needed not to men- 
tion such names as those.of Wellington and 
. Picton, ‘which were familiar in history, to 
prove his case.” But he feared the glory of 
those names had blinded them to what was 
‘once the mainstay of England—the British 
Navy (Applause.) Perhaps it did not be- 
come him to say #0, but he would venture 
to recall to them that the Navy was really 
the senior. service ; and the toast ought to 
run “Navy and Army” (A voice—Ad- 
mnital Noah.) Noah as his eloquent friend 
on the left had remarked, ranked first on 
the list of Admirals, and of himself estab- 
ished the claim. Tt was not known who 
were his lieutenants, but he supposed there 
had been such, to secure the proper working 
of the ship. ‘Their worthy Chairman had 
remarked that Irishmen seemed to prefer 
fighting on dry Jand, and begorra he sup- 

osed it was because there so much 
os in their own country. Under the 
circunstances in which we live in China; 
there was no scope for the Army, they had 
to fall back on the Navy for protection, in 
case of trouble ; and he thought they were 
satisfied that, in case of need, that protec- 
tion would be efiiciently given, ‘The Navy 
had not had much chance of distinguishing 
itself lately ; but, now that the exceedingly 
liberal and plucky Government which had 
lately reigued over England, had come to 
‘an end, he was not without hope that they 
might have a chance of proving that the 
Navy had not gone to the devil as some 
people seemed to take a delight in affirm- 
ing. In the meantime he thanked them 
very much—especially on behalf of the 
Army, which was not represented—for the 
hearty manuer in which they had drunk 
the toast.

We should never j 
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‘moment were it not for our Civil Service. 
This was a St. Patrick’s dinner, and he 
might say the Irish were as distinguished 
in the arts of peace and diplomacy as in 
those of war. He need scarcely more 
than allude to Wellesley, Castlereagh, and 
in our own days he might perhaps venture 
to add Palmerston, to show that Irishmen 
had ever been as willing in the Cabinet to 
advance the interests of the common 
country, as they had shown themselves 
able to ‘maintain its honours in the field. 
‘The Consular Service in China was a 
Service to which they were all indebted ; 
our existence, in fact, not to say our pros- 
pects, depended largely on the exertions of 
the officers connected with that Service, 
and he was glad to be able to add his 
testimony to the efficiency and good feeling 
with which it was conducted. ‘There was 
‘one amengst them, that night, whose name 
in connection with the Civil Service had 
become to residents in Shanghai a house- 
hold word. He need scarcely say that he 
alluded to our able Vico-Consul, Mr. Ala- 
aster, whose long residence in our midst 
had earned him the respect of the commu- 
nity. He was sorry to learn, for the sake of 
the residents, that in all probability we were 
likely in a short time to lose his services, 
and on that: account he called on them to 
drink with all the honours the toast of 
theCivil Service, coupling with it the health 
of our respected Vice-Consul Mr. Alabaster. 
(Applause 
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Mr. Avavasren, quite unlike the gentle- 
man who had lately spoken, had felt, when 
he came there, very incapable of making 
good speech; bit one could not visit 
Tatw’s halls without plucking a feather 
from Pegasus’ wi and hefelt as though he 
might himself almost venture a flight on 
Pegasus after the elequence he had been 
listening to. ‘The toast which they had just 
drunk, had good reason to be proposed on 
the occasion, as not: was Mr. Wade, the 
Nead of the British Civil Service in China, 
an Irishman, but several other distinguished 
members of it belonged to the same na- 
tionality. Though they, belonged to the 
Civil Service—and he hoped they attempted 
sometimes to be civil—when fighting was 
to be done they were always there. How- 
ever, he would not detain them longer, but 
thanked them for the manner in which the 
toast had been drunk, and drank their 
healths in return.

‘Mr. Sxexty, in proposing the next toast, 
to “The Learned Professions,” said it was 
one which had a peculiar appropriateness 
in Shanghai, as it was mainly owing to one 
‘branch of those professions that the Settle- 
ment had been raised from an unhealthy 
swamp tobe one of the healthiest spots in 
the East. He could not dilate on the toast 
as it deserved, but would couple with it the 
naine of a gentleman who was present—a 
worthy son of Erin—which would, he was 
sure, secure for it ahearty reception, He 
drank to “The Learned Professions,” 
coupled with the name of Dr. Jamieson. 

(Gong Uy Sr. G. Bartoa—" Five Ol rch Geutesa 

Dr. Jas in rising to acknowledge 
the toast, thanked them very sincerely on 
behalf of the medical profession, which he 
represented, aud on behalf of the other 
learned professions, for which he was called 
on to respond, for the manner in which 
the toast had’ been proposed and drunk. 
He could not but regret that the medical 
profession was alone represented, because 
there was one gentleman in Shanghai 
whose years, talents and long residence 
rendered hit the fittest person to acknox- 
ledge the toast—he referred to Canon 
McOlatchie, whose absence was due to 
shich even the 
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‘as there was nobody to do justice to the 
legal profession, the onus fell on him 
(the speaker) of representing uo less than 
three faculties—Divinity, Law and Physic. 
He might perhaps escape from responsibi- 
lity in regard to the first, under the plea 
that the Irish Church ‘had been dises- 
tablished. Bnt the excuse would be a 
shabby one ; and, besides, he had some 
remnant of a personal interest in the aub- 
ject, as he had himself been once intended 
by to» confiding parents for the Church, 
His sphere of usefulness was to have been 
the wilds of Connemara ; where, provided 
he survived his first public appearance, he 
was to have led the inhabitants out of the 
truths of Roman Catholicism into what- 
ever religion he might happen at the 
moment to be himself believing. He 
trusted that he would be forgiven for these 
personal reminiscences, and be allowed to 
drop a silent tear over the perished antici- 
pations of his youth. ‘Tho Irish parsons 
of early days were a rare old lot, But be- 
fore celebrating their merits, he wished to 
protest against a remark which had inci- 
dentally dropped from the Chairman, 
wherein he spoke of St. Patrick's ‘des- 
cendants.” He had not even guarded the 
imputation by the device adopted by Sir 
Boyle Roche on alike occasion ; “ Gentle- 
men,” said that great orator, “I wish it 
distinctly to be understood that, when I 
speak of this gentleman's posterity, I do 
not allude to his ancestors.” He (tho 
speaker) would, however, leave the Chair- 
man to explain, and meanwhile he would 
startiwith the maligned saint, who, whe- 
ther he had or had not descendants, cer- 
tainly threw a flood of light over the 4th 
century. ° It was evident that Irish talent 
was appreciated in those early days, for 
they were told that on Saint. Patrick's re- 
turn to England, after converting the Irish 
and exterminating all the toads, lizards, 
snakes and other reptiles in the country, 
leaving nothing but the germs which wo 
destined in the far distant future to deve: 
lope into Fenians—ho: was elected Abbot 
of Glastonbury, where he ruled the monks 
of Saint Mark for thirty-nine years, 
Glastonbury was called the mother of 
Saints,.and it was considered a great honor 
in those days to be called to rule over that 
monastic corporation, When Saint Patriok 
died he was buried in the Abbey church, 
which had long before been dedicnted ex- 
clusively to the Virgin Mary. Indeed the 
Angel Gabriel had specially appeared on 
earth to direct that original dedication, and 
it was on this occasion (as the speaker was 
crodibly informed) that a feather was 
plucked from Gabriel's wing, which feather 
is still exhibited in some one or another of 
the continental museums. Notwithstandi 
all this, so high was the estimation in whi 
our patron saint was held, that he was 
associated with the Virgin in the guardian- 
ship of the church, and from that time out 
it was made over to them jointly. But 
all this fabric of history—for he dare not 
in that assemblage call it legend—had been 
basely shattored by a far later luminary, 
the greatest luminary, according to Samuel 
Johnson, of the Ivish'church. Archbishop 
Usher denied that St. Patrick was ever 
buried at Glastonbury, ever bore rule in 
Glastonbury, nay oven ‘that he was ever at 
Glastonbury ; and Fuller, in his Church 
Hi-tory, especially repadiated any auxiety 
on the part of the English to claim St. 
Patrick, inasmuch as our saint would have 
@erived’at least as much honor from being 
connected with Glastonbury, as Glaston- 
bury could claim on account of his presence 
there. This, it would be observed, was 
merely an early exhibition of the desire to 
crush our country and deprive us of every- 
thing we are proud of. Passing now to the 
Gch century, when Christianity was really 
iv with civilisation, and when, 
people embraced the faith aban- 
od by thabact some more or less horrible 
jocin} or domestic habit, it must not be for- 
| gotten that the lamp of Christianity was 
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carried through tho dense darkness of 
Europe, chiefly, though of course not_alto- 
gether, by Irish missionary monks. Itwas 
not alone theological dogma that these 
men and their sucessors preached. In 
the 8th Century, the Irish Saint Virgi- 
Tins act the religious world in a blaze by 
expressly repudiating the unanimous au- 
‘thority of the fathers, and proclaiming at 
Salzburg in Bavaria the doctrine of the 
‘Antipodes. He was not burned, not be- 
cause he did not deserve it, but because 
that amusement had not as’ yet become 
fashionable, He (the speaker) was afraid 
he must confess that the town of Salzburg 
is now better known as the place of Mozart’s 
birth than as the scene of St. Virgilius’s 
lectures ; but such is human justice. Again, 
in the 14th Century, Duns Scotus, at Paris, 
maintained against no less a person than 
Thomas Aquinas, the doctrine of the Im- 
maculate Conception of the Virgin Mary. 
‘When they considered that it was not till 
500 years later that this doctrine was pro- 
mulgated on the highest authority and 
declared to be necessary to salvation, they 
would seo how far in advance of their age 
the Irish doctors of those days were. It is 
said that the immaculate conception was 
established by five hundred separate argu- 
ments, not one of which however, had come 
tothe sposker’s knowledge. Some might be 
80 irreverent as to think that Duns Scotus 
rendered more important service to the 
world by mating ther, at tho amo time, an 
approach to the modern conceptual philo- 
sophy, and by declaring the doctrine of the 
Freedom of the will. But time would fail, 
and their patience would be exhausted, 
wero an attempt made to celebrate all the 
ornaments of the Irish Church, from St. 
Patrick to Father Prout ; he would there- 
fore take a long stride and come to the 
48th Century, the most prominent, figure in 
the early part of which was undoubtedly 
Swift, To so low a level had the estima 
tion in which the Church was held, fallen 
in those days, that the parson left the 
aquiro’s dinner’ table before the dessert, in 
order to associate with his equals in the 
housekeeper’s room ; and a waiting woman 
of doubtful reputation, or rather as to whose 
reputation there could bo no doubt, was 
considered the fittest bride for a clergyman. 
Swift himself was the drudge of 

ficial and somewhat empty-headed English 
statesman ; yet from this position, and in 
spite of the drag which his profestion was 
to him, ho raised himself to be the censor 
of public manners, the scourge of a corrupt 
-Court, the uncompromising advocate of 
Hiborty, and in a word he placed himself 
among the first, if not foremost of those 
who eepeesenied! political power in the Em- 
pire. lobody can doubt that, while thus 
raising himself, he lifted tho institution to 
which he belonged. He had already de- 
tained them so long over the Irish Church 
that he would only mention the names of 
some of the distinguished members of the 
Jrish Bar. They came thickly, no doubt, 
to the memories of his hearers. Grattan, 
whose eloquence was said by Byron to rival 
that of Demosthenes, and Curran, equally 
celebrated as a wit, a lawyer and an orator, 
the aworn enemy to slavery and the advo- 
cate for all that is comprised under the 
Fights of maa." Burko and Sheridan might 
fitly be mentioned in this connexion, for 
although they were never at the bar, their 
eloquence wasaltogetherof the forensic type. 
‘These men were among the immortals in 
whose steps we have but humbly to tread. 
Coming now to his (the speaker's) own 
profession, he would not weary them with 
8 list of names which might not be familiar 
to them, but he would recall two whose mem- 
ory was still green, and whose features and 
‘voices would be well remembered by the se- 
niors whom he saw before him, as well as 
by himself. Graves and Todd marked an 
erain medicine, to the initiation of which era 
they were among the most important contri- 
butors. Glancing backforamoment uponall 
woknow and all we readof Irish professional 





























men, one characteristic seems to have been 
common to all—Geniality. With hardly 
an exception they were famous good fel- 
lows after dinner, capital hands at brew- 
ing punch, glorious at singing songs 
and ‘making “speeches. | He would re- 
mind them of two characters whom 
Lever (himself a physician) had immorta- 
lised—Father Malachi Brennan of Carriga- 
holt and Dr. Finucane of the North Cork 
Militia, as illustrations of his point. There 
might perhaps be some reason to regret, 
from this point of view, the railroad speed 
at which they were now living. The 
march of science and the struggle for exis- 
tence were bringing a gloom over the pro- 
fessions. ‘Men had not time, now, to brow 
yunch and sing songs as those old fellows 
Ria j yet it might, after all, be questioned. 
whether we had got anything that might 
fairly be put against that loss.—He feared, 
however, that he had wearied their patience 
by dwelling so long upon his subject ; he 
would therefore do no more than, while 
finishing his glass of claret, silently pledge 
the memory of those great Irishmen of 
the past, of many of whom the world was 
not worthy, but who had each and all left 
their mark upon the world’s history. (Great 
applause.) 
jr. Banton had great pleasure in pro- 
josing, next, the health of their Guests. 
Their naval guests had been already toast- 
ed, but they had also some non-combatants 
among them, This was the first time a 
ublic dinner had been attempted on 
Bur Patrick's day, and they had great plea- 
sure in welcoming their visitors. He 
hoped that the food example set this 
evening would be kept up, and they might 
be able to invite them in succeeding years. 
He thought it right to name that the first 
act in the drama of opening China had 
been led by two Irishmen—Sir Henry Pot- 
tingor and Sir Hugh Gough ; Sir Henry 
Pottinger was the Pl tiary who 
ed the Treaty of Nanking by which 
Shanghai was opened, and Sir Hugh 
Gough commanded the army by which 
that treaty was won. The advantage then 
gained having been to a great extent 
thrown away, another war became neces- 
sary in 1866, to re-establish our position. 
And among’ the several rogiments which 
then distinguished themselves was the 
18th Royal Irish. One incident in their 
history was the defence of the gates of 
Ningpo against a night attack by the Chi- 
nese, when the resistance offered by the 
detachment of this regiment which was on 
guard, saved the city. The last thirty 
‘years had seen great changes in our posi- 
tion, and no doubt the mandarins would 
not be able to withstand the further on- 
ward march of events. ‘To return, now, to 
the special subject of his toast, he b 
to pro 0 the health of the Guests, coupled 
with the name of Mr. Pim.

For his own part, he ‘thought Shanghai 
the best place’ in the East, both for pur- 
poses of commerce and amusement. He 
was always glad to find his countrymen 
well represented wherover he went, and to 
see them aspiring to the highest positions 
within their reach. He hoped the numbers 
of the Irish residents here would steadily 
increase, aud that Saint Patrick’s day 
would always be kept, in future years, by 
a prosperous and happy Irish community.

Fancy, 
Gentlemen, if she, with her daughters: 
inlaw, had maintained this refusal ! 
Where should we all be now? It was not 
necessary for him to descant on the merita 
of ladies in general or of Irish Indies in 
particular. ‘The devotion of Irishmen to 
the fair sex was proverbial, and no doubt 
was as strong now as at the period—little 
subsequent to the days of St, Patrick 
—when, according to the legend so well

they allowed political differences to be for- 
gotten, he should be always happy to meet 
them ; but if Saint Patrick’s day were to 
be made an opportunity for polemical dis- 
cussion, he as an Irishman would cease to 
attend.” He would say this, and he said 
tin tho spirit of the 19th century ; he 
did not eare what Saint Patrick was. (Gries 
of oh! oh!) He did not caroto enter into 
a close investigation ; but so long as Irish- 
men met to commemorate no matter what 
—eall it, a national festival, he should 
always be ready to respond.
